200 Jones County Boys 
In 4-H Clubs 


Twelve Boys’ 4-H Clubs have been 
organized in Jones County with a 
membership of two hundred 
boys. 
Boys’ 4-H Clubs wene organized at 
th e following places: Avoca, 
15; 
New H-ope, 12; Lueders, 48 ; Noodle, 
36; Hodges, 18 ; Hamlin, 12; Anson, 
24; Hawley, 25; Neinda, 10. Lue­ 
ders, Noodle, and Hawley have bcth 
a Junior and a Senior Club. 
The following demonstrations will 
be conducted by the 4-H boys: Gar­ 
dens, 64; Beef Calves, 44; Dairy 
Heifers, 3 0 ; Chicks, 47 5; Hens, 210; 
Feeder Pigs, 40; Gilts and Sows, 28 
head; Cotton, 30 acres; Beef Cows, 
seven head; 
and Dairy Cows, 
14 
head. 
All twelve clubs were met in Ja n ­ 
uary. 


Boys Learn About Cattle Grube 
Cattle grub control was discussed 
in January meetings. Special empha­ 
sis were placed on the life cycle of 
the heel fly and the methods o f con­ 
trolling the grub. The growth of the 
grub was followed from the time it 
hatches on the hair near the hoof, 
until it emerges through the hole in 
the backs of animals developing into 
a fly. 
It was pointed out to the club 
members that cattle grubs do the fol­ 
lowing damage. 
1. The best part of the leather is 
ruined by the holes which the grubs 
make in the hide. 
2. Fifteen per cent more feed is 
required for animals on feed if heav­ 
ily infested with grubs. 
3. Around twenty-five per cent re­ 
duction in milk flow may be expect­ 
ed if animals are heavily infested 
with cattle grubs. 
The control measures were care­ 
fully pointed out and demonstrated 
to club 
members. The substances 
used for the demonstrations were 
wettable sulphur and derris or cube 
powder. These powders were mixed 
in equal proportion. The backs o f the 
animals were sprinkled with the pow­ 
der and worked down next to the 
animals’ hide. It was further pointed 
out that the treatment was bo kill 
the grub, to prevent the fly which 
has the ability of lodging around five 
hundred eggs 
and that treatment 
should be practiced each month from 
October t h r o u g h February. Other 
methods o f control were also discus­ 
sed but were not demonstrated to 
the boys.

Anything from anybody concerned 
with a soldier boy on the battle 
fronts is always welcomed by par­ 
ents. Below, we reproduce a Christ­ 
mas leflter from a Chaplain. 
“ Mrs. B. E. Jones 
“ Rt. 3, Hamlin, Texas 
“ Dear Mrs. Jones: 
“ I felt I simply couldn’t let the 
Christmas Season get too far behind 
us without writing to you loved ones 
back home to tell you something 
about our Christmas in Italy. 
“ Last year we went about the 
streets singing Christmas Carols and 
passing out candy to the children. 
However, this year we had an oppor­ 
tunity to plan a little more and as 
a result the men had saved candy 
from their rations and some that you 
had sent over, so that we had sev­ 
eral hundred pounds of candy to give 
to the children. 
“ One party was held at a Protes­ 
tant Church in the village near to 
us. It was quite similar to the pro­ 
grams we have back home in the 
churches on Christmas Eve. Little 
children sang songs and recited vers­ 
es. All of us enjoyed it immensely. 
This may sound strange and almost 
foolish to you, but it really is amaz­ 
ing how a little two and a half year 
old baby can speak Italian! Each 
child at this party received enough 
candy so that I am positive their 
mothers are going to have trouble 
with distressed ‘tummies.’ After the 
program the soldiers were 
served 
coffee, sandwiches, and cookies pre­ 
pared by the congregation for them. 
Everyone seemed to have a grand 
time. As was the case last winter, 
‘Sunny Italy’ was shedding plenty of 
tears. It was cloudy, cold, and rain­ 
ing. However, the brightness of the 
Christmas Spirit prevailing overcame 
all of that very easily. 
“Another party was held for a 
small group of orphaned children 
and they received packages of candy 
that made them very happy. 
“ On Christmas Day, Services were 
held so that all men had an oppor­ 
tunity to attend. As usual, after 
services the men were given a sump­ 
tuous meal including turkey, pota­ 
toes and gravy, vegetables, pie, cof­ 
fee, and all the trimmings.

Letter From Captain 
Of Deceased Soldier 


CPL. WILBURN FAULKENBERRY 
(Killed in Action, Oct. 17 , 19 44) 


Below, we reproduce a letter re­ 
cently received by Mr. and Mrs. C. 
R Faulkenberry, Hamlin, Rt. 1, that 
was addressed to them in New Gui­ 
nea, on Nov. 22, 19 44. 
“ Dear Mrs. Faulkenberry, 
“ By this time you have heard that 
on October 17 th your son died of in­ 
juries when a plane crashed into his 
gun position. I wish you to know that 
in the time of your great loss that 
all members of this battery join you 
in your sorrow. 
“ It is not in my power to praise 
Corporal Faulkenberry. The fact that 
he was a credit to the uniform he 
wore is itself the highest praise. The 
pride, Mrs. Faulkenberry, which you 
must ever have had in him was just­ 
ified to the fullest extent. 
“ I was wibh him from the crash, 
until his death eight hours later. He 
wag conscious part of the time, but 
suffered no pain, and was unaware 
of the seriousness of his injuries. He 
asked 
repeatedly about the other 
members of the section who were in 
the crash, and throughout was more 
concerned with their safety than his 
own. 
“ Knowing as I do that this is the 
second tragic blow you have suffered 
in the past year, I hope only that 
his own fortitude may be a source of 
strength to you. I trust, moreover, 
that you will immediately make ar­ 
rangements for the benefits bo which 
you are entitled and I shall be great­ 
ly honored if in this or any other 
matter, I can be of some assistance 
to you. 
“ All of us who lived with Corporal 
Faulkenberry and are grateful for 
the privilege of having served with

There 
he was tested again in the wet, the 
cold , the mu d and p eat bogs and 
long winter nights, which may hav e 
remind ed him of hik es home from 
the Heralff office. After many month? 
he got a chance to ask for a trans­ 
fer to the air corp s. 
He mad e it, he got to come home, 
he got married , he entered the air 
training, and he mad e it. He was 
sent to an ad v anced school; he mad e 
it. He was sent to the Lu bbock Field 
and he mad e it. So we believ ed all 
along that he wou ld mak e it. He d id . 
He is now a hap p ily married man, 
a father of a son, and a lieu tenant.

“Not ev ery on e that saith u n to me, Lord, shall en ter in to the 
kin g dom of heav en ; bu t he that DOETH the WILL of my Father 
who is in heav en . Man y will say to me in that day , Lord, Lord, did 
we n ot prophesy by thy n ame, an d by thy n ame do man y mig hty 
works? An d then will I profess u n to them, I n ev er kn ew y ou - de­ 
part from me, y e that work in iqu ity .” Matt. 7 :21-23. 


“ Wherefore be y e n ot foolish, bu t u n derstan d what the will of 
the Lord is.” Eph. 6 :17 . 


From these passag es w*e see how imperativ e it is that we do the 
will of God. Before we can do it, we mu st u n derstan d it. Briefly , 
we g iv e .some su g g estion s to aid u s in u n derstan din g the Bible which 
con tain s God’s will to man . 


I. On open in g an y book in the Sacred Scriptu res, con sider first 
the historical circu mstan ces of the book. ThoM- arc the order, the 
title, the au thor, the date, the place, an d the occasion f r it. 


II. In ex amin in g the con ten ts -of an y book, a» respects precepts, 
promises, ex hortation s, etc., observ e who it is that speaks, an d u n der 
what dispen sation he officiates. Is he a Patriarch, a Jew, or a Chris­ 
tian ? Con sider also the person a addressed— their preju dices, char­ 
a c te r, an d relig iou s relation s. 
Are they Jews or Christian s— be­ 
liev ers or u n believ ers— approv ed or disapprov ed? This ru le is es­ 
sen tial to the proper application of ev ery comman d, promise, threat­ 
en in g . admon ition , or ex hortation , in the Old Testamen t 
r New. 


III. To u n derstan d the mean in g of what is comman ded, prom­ 
ised, tau g ht, etc., the same ru les of lan g u ag e or laws of in terpreta­ 
tion which are applied to the lan g u ag e of other books, are to be 
applied to the lan g u ag e of the Bible. 


IV. Common u sag e, which can on ly be ascertain ed by testimon y 
— (i. e. the Diction ary ) -mu st alway s decide the mean in g of an y 
word which has bu t on e sig n ification ; bu t when words hav e more 
mean in g s than on e, whether literal or fig u rativ e, the scope, the con ­ 
tex t, or parallel passag es mu st decide the mean in g . 


V. In the in terpretation of sy mbols, ty pes, alleg ories, an d para­ 
bles, this ru le is su preme: Ascertain the poin t to be illu strated; 
for comparison is n ev er to be ex ten ded bey on d that poin t—-to all 
the attribu tes, qu alities, or circu mstan ces of the sy mbol, ty pe, 
alleg ory , or parable. 


VI. For the salu tary an d san ctify in g in tellig en ce of the Word 
of God, the followin g ru le is in dispen sable: 
WE MUST COME 
WITHIN THE UNDERSTANDING DISTANCE. 


There is a distan ce which is properly called the speakin g dis­ 
tan ce, or the hearin g distan ce, bey n d which the v oice reaches n ot 
an d the ear hears n ot. To hear an other, we mu st come within that 
circle which the v oice au dibly fills*. 


Now we may with propriety say , that as it respects God, there 
is an u n derstan din g distan ce. All bey on d that distan ce can n ot u n ­ 
derstan d God; all within it can easily u n derstan d Him in all -mat­ 
ters of piety an d morality . God himself is the cen tre of that circle 
an d hu mility is its circu mferen ce. 


The wisdom of God is as ev iden t in adaptin g the lig ht of thu 
Su n of Rig hteou sn ess to ou r spiritu al v ision , as in adju stin g the 
lig ht of day to ou r ey es. The lig hfc reaches u s withou t an effort of 
ou r own ; bu t we mu st open ou r ey es; an d if ou r ey es be s-ou n d we 
en joy the n atu ral lig ht of heav en . Ev ery on e then , who open s the 
Bo'ok of God w’th on e aim, with on e arden t desire, in ten t on ly to 
kn ow the will of God— to su « h a person , the kn owledg e of God is 
easy ; for the Bible is framed to illu min ate su ch, an d on ly su ch, 
with the salu tary kn owledg e of thin g s spiritu al an d div in e.
